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Washington's Wisdom Worth Recalling 


If every American 
made a practice of 
reading George Washington's farewell ad­ 
dress once a year, carefully, with thorough 
attention and later meditation, this would 
be a better nation than it is. In fact, if every 
American just once in his lifetime read that 
address in its entirety with attention and 
meditation, the benefit would be very great. 
It is so wise. so foresighted, and so human 
withal. Let us take a paragraph or two to 
read in honor of the great m an’s birthday, 
Slightly condensed for space, but with the 
meaning clear: 
“It is substantially true 
that virtue or 
morality 
is a 
necessary spring 
of popu­ 
lar government............. 
“Promote, then, as an object of primary 
importance, institutions for the general dif­ 
fusion of knowledge. 
In proportion as the 
structure of a government gives force to 
public opinion, it is essential 
that public 
opinion should be enlightened. 
“Observe good faith and justice towards 
all nations; cultivate peace and harmony 
with all. Religion and morality enjoin this 
conduct; and can it be, that good policy does 
not equally enjoin it? It will be worthy of 
a free, enlightened, and at no distant period, 
a great 
nation, to give to mankind 
the 
magnanimous and too novel example of a 
good people always guided 
by an exalted 
justice and benevolence. Who can doubt, 
that in the course of time and things, the 
fruits of such a plan would richly repay any 
temporary advantages which might be lost 
by a steady adherence to it. Can it be that 
Providence has not connected the perman­ 
ent felicity of a nation with its virtue? The 
experiment, 
at least, is recommended 
by 
every 
sentiment which ennobles 
human 
nature. Alas! is it rendered impossible by 
its vices?” 
These words might have been written for 


our situation today. They are still alive and 
still pertinent. 


Proof— It Can Be Done 
In an era when the federal government 
comes up with a proposal to run five billion 
dollars into the red in its operations, the 
news that the state of New Vork, largest in 
the Union, is cutting 
its budget by more 
than 77 and a half millions is of real signifi­ 
cance. To a generation which had all but 
forgotten what a balanced table of revenues 
and expenditures looks like, this is a wel­ 
come sign that it can be done. All that one 
needs is the will to do it. 
Within the past few days, a former Veter­ 
ans Administrator offered the suggestion 
that if we were to line up all employees of 
the federal government, have them count 
off by four’s, and then dismiss every odd 
number, we should have better work doifb 
in our government services. The plain fact 
is the federal government is scared stiff of 
any thought of large scale dismissing of its 
employees. At the present time, there are 
approximately 2,000,000 civilian employees 
working for the national government, and 
in spite of continuous pressures, the number 
continues at a very constant level. 
If the state of New York can cut its ex­ 
penses without injuring its huge program 
of capital improvements, the men in Wash­ 
ington D. C. can do the same. All that is 
lacking 
is the will. Only the voters 
can 
stiffen 
that will with a few 
well-chosen 
“X’s” marking the right spot on the ballot.

“The big need today is self- 
expression just for the fun of 
it,” he said. “The trouble is now' 
if a kid does show a little talent 
of any kind, his parents right 
aw ay w ant to put him in the 
entertainm ent 
business.” 
Burl said that if he couldn’t 
afford to buy a town he’d start 
out 
with a dude ranch, 
one 
“ w ithout 
any phoney 
atm os­

MOST people who consult doc­ 
tors about th e type of moles 
known aa pigm ented nevi are 
usually concerned only w ith th e 
lm provem entof th elrap p earan ce. 
If th is were th e only considera­ 
tion, th ere would be little ques­ 
tion about th e best way of dealing 
w ith them . Any m ethod w hich 
destroys them wl .hout leaving a 
scar would be adequate. However, 
because of th e tendency of such 
moles to become cancerous, many 
physicians feel th a t n eith er elec­ 
trolysis, freezing w ith carbon d i­ 
oxide snow, nor destroying them 
by a cautery is satisfactory. 


Only Safe Way 
They feel th a t th e only safe 
way of dealing w ith moles which 
are dark in color is to cut them 
out by surgery. 
In general, any mole th a t is e n ­ 
larging or becom ing d ark er in 
color should be rem oved su rg i­ 
cally. T his Is equally true of black, 
blue-black, 
or 
brow nish-black 
moles, In such locations as th e 
soles of th e feet or around the 
belt line where they are subjected 
to co n stan t iritation. It is also 
courting trouble to have th e hairs 
removed from the surface of a 
mole by use of the electric needle 
w ithout also getting rid of the 
mole itself. 


One type of mole is called the 
m acular nevus. This mole is flat. 
It m ay be safely rem oved by using 
an electric cautery, and th is can 
be done w ithout causing any sub­ 
sequent scarring. 
The p ap u lar nevus is a mole 
th a t is raised above the skin. It 
Is suggested th a t in these cases 
a bit of th e mole be cut off for 
exam ination under the m icro­ 
scope to m ake sure th a t th e 
grow th is not becoming cancerous. 
Then, th e entire mole is removed 
w ith the electric cautery. In such 
cases, a scar does develop, but 
enough of the tissue is rem oved 
so th a t th e scar is even w ith th e 
skin surface. 
Persons who have moles which 
seem to be getting larger or d a rk ­ 
er in color should consult a skin 
specialist im m ediately concern­ 
ing proper treatm ent.

The Government Spending Spree

Figures by them selves are of­ 
ten 
m isleading. They need 
to 
be related to com parable data. 
Yet, it is astounding that from 
.1789 to 1933 
(144 years), the 
governm ent of the United States 
spent $112,720,800.000. T hen from 
1934 to 1945, the Roosevelt t'ra 
which included a great war, the 
governm ent of the United States 
spent $375,804,- 
100,000.

F ran k ­ 
lin D. Roosevelt 
spent more than 
three tim es as 
m uch 
as

s p e n t 
f r o m

From 1946 to 1915 (the new 
budget will run to June 30. 1951), 
H arry Trum an, in five years, will 
have spent $259,576,200,000. Com­ 
paring Roosevelt and Trum an, 
Roosevelt in the peace years of 
his adm inistration, 
from 
1933 
to 
1941, 
spent 
$72,601,000,000. 
T rum an then has spent in five 
years three and one half times 
as much as Roosevelt spent In 
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1940 and 1941, a period of prep­ 
aration 
for 
w ar 
and 
aid 
to 
G reat B ritain. This question of 
expenditures m ust be considered 
from the standpoint of the su r­ 
vival of our national economy. 
This m ust be said for Mr. T ru ­ 
man: much of his expenditure is 
a result of a continuing w ar 
Seventy percent of the 1951-1951 
budget is to pay for past, present 
and future w ars. When a busi­ 
ness man faces fixed charges, 
from which he cannot retreat, he 
w atches his other expenditures 
closely to m ake sure that he 
can avert bankruptcy. He might 
even try to do som ething about 
his fixed charges. 
T rum an’s fault is not that he 
was caught in a bad situation, 
not of his m aking, but thaj. he 
has not done m uch to gave the 
situation. For instance, w hile no 
one. would deprive a veteran of 
his just due, the veterans them ­ 
selves ought to oppose w asteful 
expenditures. For while they are 
veterans, they are also citizens 
and taxpayers. As citizens, they 
do not want their country to go 
bankrupt; as taxpayers, they do 
not w ant the tax rates to be one 
cent higher than vs absolutely 
essential. 
When H erbert H oover’s com ­ 
mission m ade proposals for in­ 
creased efficiencies in the vet­ 
erans’ adm inistration, some of­ 
ficers of veterans’ organizations 
protested and used their great 
influence to sm ear H erbert Hoov­ 
er. Instead, they should 
have 
joined his effort, because then 
they would be serving their m em ­ 
bers 
as 
veterans, citizens 
and 
taxpayers. Instead, they chose to 
serve public officials who hate 
to be deprived of a single ex ­ 
penditure. The president has not 
made this clear to the public. 
President T rum an is making 
the sam e m istake politically that 
the Republicans did in 1932. At 
that time, it m ight be recalled, 


the 
country 
had 
grown 
very 
w eary of prohibition. The feel­ 
ing was very general that the 
bootleggers and the prohibition 
agents had to go. In addition, 
the Am erican people wrere su f­ 
fering from the shock of the first 
years of the depression. 
Yet, 
there 
w ere 
som e 
Re­ 
publicans who believed that they 
could squeeze one more elec­ 
tion out of prohibition. All who 
advised that a change had come 
over tile country and that the 
vote would go the other way 
w ere scoffed at. The anti-saloon 
league still had a voice in R e­ 
publican councils. 


It is often forgotten by many 
today, but Franklin D. Roosevelt 
in 1932 ran on an economy and 
beer program. He prom ised to 
cut 
governm ent 
expenditures 
and 
to 
end 
prohibition. 
He 
Started to keep his prom ise re ­ 
garding economy but was only 
too soon invoiced in New Deal 
expenditures: he kept his prom ­ 
ise concerning the abolition of 
prohibition. 


M r. T rum an faces the* growing 
anger of the A m erican people 
over 
w asteful, 
inefficient 
and 
even 
corruptive 
expenditures. 
Farm ers are beginning to ques­ 
tion the worth of subsidies. The 
w iser veterans are not a little 
asham ed at some of the so-called 
educational expenditures of the 
veterans’ adm inistration 
G reat 
questions are being asked about 
the use of RFC m oney to finance 
incom petently 
m anaged 
busi­ 
nesses. Questions are being asked 
about financing Swiss w atches I

It is beginning to pile up into 
a m ighty protest, into an over­ 
all inquiry as to w hat is happen­ 
ing to our money.

Goal of Science 


Research Conducted 
On Small Scale in 
Research Work 


By R E N N I E T A Y L O R 
PALO ALTO, Calif., Feb. 22— 
(4*)—Within two years Stanford 
University scientists expect to be 
able to show hungry peoples a- 
round the world how to use sun­ 
light to produce nutritious food 
cheaply and in great quantities. 
They have worked out a com­ 
paratively large-scale method of 
controlling the process of photo­ 
synthesis. This is the process by 
which plants use sunlight to con­ 
vert water, carbon and a few 
other simple chemicals into the 
tissues of which all living things 
are made. 
All the major scientific prob­ 
lems have been licked. The re ­ 
maining 
job mainly is to work 
out the technical and engineering 
details which will give the great­ 
est yield for the smallest expendi­ 
ture of materials and energy. 


Problems Remain 
Some minor scientific problems 
remain but given another two 
years, says Paul M. Cook, chemi­ 
cal engineer in charge of the 
project, 
the 
researchers 
should 
have enough data to launch this 
spectacular 
undertaking 
on 
an 
industrial basis. 
Just now the scientists are start­ 
ing their first small pilot plant. 
It is a futuristic-looking collec­ 
tion of barrels and shallow rec­ 
tangular tanks atop the Stanford 
chemical engineering lab. 
Into each tank the researchers 
will put something less than IOO 
gallons of w ater which has been 
“spiked” with a few ounces of 
nitrates and a few pinches of 
minerals such as magnesium, iron 
and sulfur compounds. 
A few hundred little green one- 
celled plants, too small to be seen 
individually, will be dumped into 
the tanks. Small pumps will stir 
the w ater and add carbon dioxide 
now and then. Sunlight will do 
the rest. 
These little plants are a type 
of 
algae 
or 
seaweed 
called 
chlorella pyrenoidosa. Each con­ 
tains chlorophyll, the stuff which 
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makes plants green and converts 
chemicals 
into 
cell 
substances 
with the aid of light. 
Works Like This 
The walls of the cells soak up a 
little of the spiked water. When 
sunlight strikes them their chlo­ 
rophyll goes to work. Soon the 
cell gets so big it splits in half 
and forms two complete cells. This 
goes on at a great rate until the 
chlorella is so thick that the water 
turns dark green. Then the har­ 
vest starts. 
Automatic controls drain 
off 
some of the chlonelia-laden water 
and add more clear spiked water 
to the tank. From the drained 
w ater the chlorella is separated, 
then dried. In that state it is a 
blackish green substance with a 
50 per cent protein content. 
It is two to three time as rich 
in 
protein 
as 
many 
ordinary 
agricultural plant. The protein 
contains all the amino acids neces­ 
sary for human and most animal 
growth. There is one drawback. 
It tastes like alfalfa. 
But the operators have pro­ 
duced in a few hours the essential 
food of man and beast. They have 
done it without soil, without labor 
and without waiting through a 
growing season. They have com­ 
pletely short circuited conven­ 
tional agriculture. 


Experiment Small 
Since the Stanford pilot plant 
is small, the yield will be limited. 
Each tank, IO feet long and 4 feet 
wide, should produce about one 
pound of dry chlorella every three 
days. But the process Ls contin­

Only the surplus is harvested 
and the flow of surplus never 
stops.

I that chlorella will be used mainly 
I as a feed for livestock there is 
no apparent reason why it could 
not be used directly as human

serving of meat and get that much 
additional protein in your meal

| in taste, Cook said.

Water No Problem 
W ater is not much of a prob- 
I lem. The same water can be used 


I over and over, with the addition 
of a little extra now and then. 
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The 
sunshine 
is 
free. 
So 
is 
chlorella. 
Chlorella can be made to pro­ 
duce fat as well as protein. All 
the scientists have to do is to 
cut down a little on its nitrates 
and th* chlorella grows up with 
a fat content of as high as 85 per 
cent. Thus it could be a source of 
oils as well as meat. 
This versatility of chlorella was 
discovered several years ago by 
Dr. H. A. Spoehr and Dr. Harold 
W. M ilner of the Carnegie In­ 
stitution’s 
Plant 
Biology 
Lab­ 
oratory at Stanford. 
The Stanford scientists will give 
no estimate of large scale pro­ 
duction costs but concede that at 
the outset at least the protein 
they produce will be more expen­ 
sive than that produced by con­ 
ventional farm methods. 
However, in small scale ex­ 
periments they have succeeded in 
utilizing two per cent of the total 
solar ration in the protein making 
process. This is a substantial gain 
over the rate of solar utilization 
in agriculture which at best is 
three-tenths of one per cent, they 
say. 
With 
this 
greater 
efficiency, 
they add, it is conceivable that 
some day the process will yield 
protein at a lower cost than farm ­ 
ers carf produce it. 
The main object of the pilot 
plant is to see how far they can 
go toward increasing efficiency 


and reducing costs before any big 
scale operation is undertaken. 
The process does not neces­ 
sarily need direct sunlight to op­ 
erate. The yield, Cook said, is al­ 
most directly proportional to the 
intensity of the visible light cast 
upon the tanks. This means a 
slowing down of production on 
cloudy or dark days but as long 
as there is some light there Is a 
corresponding 
amount 
of 
pro­ 
duction.
